Municipal Judge Polk Holds State Land Com- 


missioner to District Court on Perjury 
Complaint—Defense Offers "Political Con- 
tribution" Explanation. 


Harry P. Conklin, state land commissioner, charged with 


perjury on eleven counts, was bound over to the present 
term of District court under $10,000 bond, at the close of a 
preliminary hearing Friday afternoon before Municipal Judge 
John L. Polk. 


As the afternoon session opened, the court overruled 


the defense motion of dismissal. Max V. Beghtol, who di- 
rected the defense, asked dismissal on the ground that 
charges listed in the complaint were insufficient to consti- 
tute a crime and that evidence presented failed to show the 
defendant had committed a crime. 


Both the defense and orosecution 


asked an early trial of the case. 
Conklin's bond, supplied by Harry 
Shaben, city water department offi- 
cial, at the time of arraignment, was 
renewed. 


Two Employes Testify. 


Featuring: the testimony were the 
stories of two young part-time em- 
ployes as to how they received $55 
per month for their services as floor 
scrubbers instead of the higher 
wages credited them in salary war- 
rants. 


The employes. Howard Holtzen- 


dorff, and Lester* Danielson, said 
they understood that they were 


' hired at the rate of $55 per month 


but understood that they were to 
contribute $10 per month into a 
campaign fund. 
Holtzendorff stated that he knew 


the salary warrant issued to him 
was for $65 and told of returning 
$10 per month to George Lane, for- 
mer head capitol janitor, as his 
contribution to the "fund." In one 
instance, he said, he left the addi- 
tional $10 on Conklin's desk. 


Never Saw Warrant's Face. 


Danielson told the court that he 


had never seen the face of the sal- 
ary warrant issued to him but en- 
dorsed the warrant 
in 
Conklin's 
presence and immediately turned 
the endorsed warrant over to the 
commissioner. Danielson said that 
he always received his $55 in cash 
from Conklin.

day to give the text of the tele- 
gram to newspapermen.

Slaying Said To Have 


Been In Defense 


Of Self. 


BARADA, Neb.. March 30—G*>)— 


Dr. R. Nle Williamson. 46, Barada 
veterinarian, was killed by his wife 
with and axe Thursday after she 
had spent a morning of torment 
and fear. 


County Attorney J. H. Falloon 


questioned Mrs. Williamson, who 
•was hysterical, but did not place 
her under arrest. 
She protested 


she did not mean to slay her hus- 
band but struck in self defense. 
The sharp edge of the axe hit him 
on the left side of the head, open- 
ing a deep gash and fracturing the 
skull. He died instantly. 


Witnesses said the veterinarian 


•was killed as he moved toward his 
•wife to "beat her brains out" with 
a stick of fire wood. Glenn Wil- 
liamson, 20, a son, and George 
Davis, who lives across the street, 
Witnessed the tragedy. 


Williamson came home drunk 


Wednesday night. Glenn said, but 
apparently was in a good humor 
when he arose about 10 a. m., as 
his wife was baking a cake. He 
soon began throwing the eggs, the 
baking 
powder 
can 
and 
other 


utensils out of the house, however, 
and then chased her outside. Grab- 
bing a jagged piece of wood he 
pursued her towards the garage. 


Finally she grabbed the axe and 
turned. 


Turns On Man. 


"I've 
been running 
from you 


about an hour," the county at- 
torney quoted her as saying. "I'm 
not going to run any more." 


As Williamson closed 
in, 
she 


swung the axe. 


Mrs. 
Williamson 
became 
so 


hysterical 
following 
the slaying 


that Dr. Gaorge W. Egermayer of 
Shubert wss summoned to attend 
her and he found it necessary to 
administer 
sedatives 
until 
shs 


quieted down. 


Davis told the prosecutor he saw 


the entire affair and "heard Doc 
threaten to beat her brains out." 


Officers were told that Glenn 


made an attempt to get between 
his mother and father and sepa- 
rate them just before the tragedy 
but was too far away at the time 
to prevent it. 


Falloon said Barada residents for 


many years had felt that there 
would be a murder in the William- 
son family but they had figured 
Mrs. Williamson would be the vic- 
tim. 
The prosecutor said 
the 


couple frequently had trouble when 
the veterinarian was drinking in- 
toxicating liquor and Mrs. William- 
son once had her husband arrested 
on an assault charge. 


The prosecutor said evidence he 


had "gathered thus far seemed to 
Indicate that Mrs. Williamson's 
self-defense story was true in every 
respect. 


Besides 
Mrs. Williamson 
and 


Glenn, the survivors include two 
other sons, Dwight Williamson of 
Sioux City, Iowa; and Welton Wil- 
liamson, a student at Manhattan, 
Kas.; and a daughter, Miss Maxine 
Williamson, a student at Shubert 
high school.

Otto H. Kahn, New York banker 


is dead, and undoubtedly the de- 
pression killed him. vtth its losses, 
worries and appeals of friends. 
Mr 
Kahn probably found his 


fortune diminished by 40 or 50 mil- 
lions when 1929 broke prices. He 
was safe personally, wit many mil- 
lions left, but what you lose, not 
what you have left, is what counts. 


Mr Kahn rendered public service 


throughout his life. 
He financed 


and rescued the Metropolitan Opera 
House when it was in straits and 
for sale. He had in mind, not those 
in the "diamond horseshoe," but the 
students standing or straining for a 
sight of the stage from badly built 
top galleries. He would have given 
the Metropolitan an opera house for 
musicians in place of the house for 
diamonds. 
But those that ruled 


would not have it so. His efforts 
in that direction cost Mr. Hahn 
several millions. 


And Mr Kahn's firm Kuhn, Loab 


and company, never started any 
get rich quick "investment trust," 
of the kind that said to the little 
man "send us your money and 
we'll gamble with it for you and 
give you part, if we win."

ney General Good and County At- 
torney Towle, County Treasurer Al- 
bers anonunced Friday that real 
estate taxes cannot be paid in in- 
stallments after the tax becomes 
delinquent.

Is my opinion that the intention or 
the legislature was to limit the 
privilege of payment in installments 
to such persons as had paid one- 
half of their real estate tax on or 
before March 1. In my opinion the 
proper procedure is for the treas- 
urer to refuse to accept delinquent 
payments in installments." 
Towle summarized his opinion 


with the statement: "After March 
1 it is not within the contemplation 
of the law that the treasurer shall 
accept one-half of said tax but that 
same is due in its entirety."

Higher Living Standard Goal. 
"From there it, is but another step 


to improving the living standards. 
We don't want to become a primi- 
tive people but rather, a nation 
with the highest possible standard 
of living. 
"I approve the American idea of 


not equalizing everybody but gradu- 
ating Hie as if it were like a ladder. 
There must be a possibility, however, 
for everybody to climb that ladder. 
I asked him: "What is your at- 


titude toward criticism, both in- 
dividual and of the press?" 
Quickly, the chancellor answered: 
"Do you realize that I have a 


whole staff of men around me, men 
versed 
in numerous phases of 
economic, social, and political life, 
whom I have associated with me for 
no other purpose than that I want 
them to criticize? 


Wants No Tees Men." 


"I don't want these people to be 
merely 'yes men.' They are no use 
to me unless they criticize and tell 
me what defect might possibly be 
connected with our measures. 
"Similarly, I don't want the press 


merely and solely to take from above 
what is handed out. It's no fun to 
read 15 papers, all of which have 
almost the same wording. In the 
due course of time our editors will 
again be so trained that they can 
supply their own valuable contri- 
butions to national reconstruction. 
"This I can tell you. however,"— 


and here his face darkened and his 
voice grew hard—"I won't stand for 
a press that exists exclusively to 
destroy what we are trying to build 
"P.I asked: 
"One more question, 
Herr Reichskanzler," — our whole 
conversation was in German—"In 
the days before you came into power 
you mingled with the people to keep 
In close contact with them. Now, 
when you appear anywhere, the 
streets are

BIG DANCE 
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Arrest Of Man Believed Qrigware 
Brings Exciting Memories Back To 
Judges Munger, Qoss And Whitmore 


News from Edmonton, Canada, 
that a man believed to be Frank 
Grigware faces extradition to the 
United States after successfully re- 
maining in hiding for 24 years 
brought memories to three promi- 
nent Lincoln judges. 
Origware was one of the gang 
that staged the historic Union Pa- 
cific railway mail robbery near 
Omaha in 1909, but escaped from 
Leavenworth penitentiary the next 
year. 


Munjer Sentenced Gang. 


Federal Judge T. C. Munger re- 
membered that he sentenced Grig- 
ware and others of the gang. 
Judge Charles A. Goss. chief jus- 
tice of the Nebraska Supreme court, 
recalled that he was the U. S. dis- 
trict attorney who prosecuted Grig- 
ware and his gang: and U. S. 
Commissioner H. J. Whitmore re- 
called that his brother was the mail 
cleric on the train that was robbed. 
Judge Munger and Judge Goss 
related the story with a great deal 
of relish. Judge Goss labelling the 
case the most romantic in his many 
years before the bar. Judge Munger 
told how Judge Goss traced the 
guns used by the men in the train 
robbery near Omaha and Judge 
Goss told how he traced the stolen 
money which was found on the per- 
sons of two robbers. 


"Tickets To the Pen." 


"When I addressed the jury,'1 


Judge Goss said, "I flashed those 
ragged old bills and said "These 
are the tickets to the penitentiary 
for two of these men so I won't 
worry about them any more.' '•' 
The trial of the five men lasted 
about four weeks, it was recalled. 
The men held up a tram west of 
South Omaha in what was called 
Mud Cat. The clerks on the mail 
car, Judge Whitmore related, locked 
the door of the car when the alarm 
was given. George J. Whitmore, 
older brother of Judge Whitmore 
who died in California November 1, 
1931, 
was chief clerk in charge of 


the car. 
He pushed some of the registered 


mall sacks to one side and a little 
later was forced to open the door by 
threats 
from 
the 
robbers who 
claimed they would blow the door 
open. The robbers came in and took 
the registered mall sacks. Whitmore 
told them, however, that the ones 
at the side were empties and the 
robbers did not take them. 


Judge Whitmore was emphatic in 
the statement. "My brother didn't 
throw the mall sacks out. He made 
the robbers come in and get them." 


Identified Robbers. 


Later1. Mr. Whitmore was instru- 
mental m Identifying the robbers at 
the trial. 


The next day or so five little boys 


playing in South Omaha dug up 
the guns used by the men and some 
of the money was found in a South 
Omaha school house. The men were 
arrested, tried and sentenced to 
Leavenworth in 1910. Two of the 
men. Bill Matthews and one named 
Golden appealed to the circuit 
court. Judge Goss recalled, and later 
a magazine article was printed de- 
tailing some of the almost unbe- 
lievable aspects of the case. 
"It was almost like a dime novel," 
Judge Goss said. The sentences, 
however, were 
affirmed 
by the 
higher court. Judge Goss prepared 
the bill of exceptions from 1,000 
pages of evidence, from memory. 
Later, in Leavenworth prison, a 
counterfeiter made three wooden 
guns. "Those were not Dillinger 
guns." Judge Goss said. "They were 
masterpieces. They were painted to 
look like guns and all the elaborate 
fixings were there." 
Escaped On Train. 


The gang then held up another 
train in the prison yard, six men 
got on it and steamed swiftly away 
from the prison. They were all re- 
captured except Grigware. He was 
seen a few weeks later in Van- 
couver, British Columbia, but then 
all trace was lost until Thursday 
when a man was arrested 
in 
Edmonton. 
Judge Munger said it is his rec- 
ollection that most of the other men 
in the gang were later pardoned.

Given Pair of Pants. 


Danielson said that on one oc- 
casion, shortly after he began to 
work at the capital in June, 1933, 
Conklin presented him with a pair 
of "light wash pants." Danielson 
said that since he was "a poor boy 
going: to school," 
he 
appreciated 
this very much. 
"You seem to have some ill feel- 
ing for Mr. Conklin," 
Attorney 


Beghtol declared. 
"No," Danielson said, "from the 
first I revered Mr. Conklin as a 
man, and loved him as a friend." 
Beghtol also questioned Holtzen- 
dorff 
and 
Danielson 
concerning 
their work on a political publica- 
tion known as "The Young Demo- 
crat," which appeared at the capi- 
tol during the summer months of 
1933. 
"Did you receive any money from 
this campaign fund for the pub- 
lication of The Young Democrat?" 
Beghtol asked Holtzendorff. 


"No." 
"Contributed" $10 Monthly. 


"How much money 37d you give 
to the campaign fund?" 


"Why, 
$10 a month," Holtzen- 


dorff answered. 
Further attempts to 
question 
Holtzendorff regarding 
his "con- 
tributions" to the fund were object- 
ed to by Wright and sustained by 
the court. 
When first called to the stand by 
Wright, Holtzendorff was instruct- 
ed to relate conversation which al- 
legedly took place between him 
and the commissioner when he was 
first employed. 
"As I recall," the witness said, 
"Mr. Conklin started the 
talking. 
He said that I should never admit 
anything he said to me. He went 
on to say that this was somewhat 
of a political position. 


Claims "Kick-Back" Agreed. 


"I said that I understood that. 


Mr. Conklin told me that he had 
gone to a great expense during the 
campaign and I agreed with him. 
In response to my query about my 
salary, he said it would be $55 a 
month. 
"He explained," Holtzen- 
dorff continued, "that because or 
the intensive campaign it would be 
necessary to contribute to a cam- 
paign fund.

TO DEBATE WITH 


CONGRESSMAN

"The other day he was thirsting 


for my blood and issued a virtual 
challenge to me. I accepted the 
debate proposal on condition that 
Dr. Wirt would also accept, and I 
took it for granted that he would 
do so. since he had been so bel- 
ligerent. 


"Now. however, he backs out and 


says his '1101118110113 of time and 
physical strength' prevent him from 
taking part in such an argument. 
This 
attitude 
indicates 
pretty- 


strongly that he does not really 
want to debate the subject at all 
in a fair and open discussion. 
What he wants is not a debate 
but an ex parte speech in which 
there is no comeback from any 
critics and nobody has an oppor- 
tunity to thresh out with him the 
points at issue. 
"This is a confession of the 


weakness of his position. 


"After virtually challenging me 


to a debate in which I was entirely

Summons Prepared. 


A summons was in preparation 
today for Wirt to come to Wash- 
ington and tell the whole story. 
Representative 
Bulwinkle, demo- 
crat. North Carolina, whose resolu- 
tion for an investigation was adopt- 
ed late yesterday by the house, said 
Wirt would get an invitation to ap- 
pear before a special committee 
probably late next week. 


Efforts to reach Wallace for hi; 


reaction 
were unavailing. 
Close 
aides of the agriculture secretary, 
however, were inclined to minimize 
Wirt's latest action. 


Admitted Experiments. 


They pointed out that 
Wallace 
had said on 
numerous occasions 
that some of the plans under way 
were experiments, and that it was 
too early to tell how they would 
end. 


Prior to receipt of the Wirt tele- 


gram, Wallace smiled when news- 
papermen asked him his reaction to 
the Hoosier schoolmaster's state- 
ments that some members of the 
"brain trust" were planning a revo- 
lution. 


"It is amazing," said Wallace, "the 
state of mind that newspapers can 
create at times." 


Wallace has been a frequent target 
in recent debate on the house floor 
particularly because of milk market- 
ing 
agreements. 
Representative 
Eagle, democrat, Texas, has 
been 
one of those to profess fear 
of 
"communism" if the agriculture de- 
partment's new milk shed plan 
should be carried out. 


Tugwell's Name Mentioned. 


Several house speakers also have 
named Dr. Rexford Guy Tugwell, 
assistant secretary of agriculture, 
in the same connection. Only re- 
cently when the Bankhead com- 
pulsory cotton control bill was be- 
ing debated, 
Representative Mc- 
Gugin, republican, Kas., contended 
that measure Was another step in 
a campaign he said Tugwell was 
conducting to "socialize" the na- 
tion. 


Bulwinkle, who Rainey said will 
be chairman of the special commit- 
tee just authorized by the house, 
told reporters he had not seen the 
Wirt message and did not know 
what was in it; but he was plan- 
ning to summon Wirt early next 
week so he could testify before the 
week-end. 
Referring to Dr. Wirt's reported 


reluctance to name the professorial 
advisers he had 
in mind—unless 
they consented—Bulwinkle assert- 
ed the "special committee will have 
ample authority to compel testi- 
mony." 
"If witnesses should 
refuse to 
testify, they could be prosecuted for 
contempt of the house," Bulwinkle 
warned. 


Names In "Safe Place." 


GARY, Ind., March 
30—iff}—Dr. 
William A. Wirt, Gary school sup- 
erintendent, announced today that 
the names he has been pressed to 
reveal—as "brain trusters" planning 
a revolution in government—have 
been "filed in a safe place" for dis- 
closure "when necessary." 
Explaining that he hoped to stop 
rumors that he had already divulged 
the names to anyone. Dr. Wirt is- 
sued a formal statement. It said: 
"I have not given 'names' to any- 


one. But I have filed in a safe place 
the names and descriptions of con- 
ferences so that this information 
will be available whenever it 
is 
necessary that it be produced." 


The Gary school official, who is 
to be called before a house investi- 
gating committee to amplify his 
charges that some of President 
Roosevelt's advisers are deliberately 
prolonging the depression, said he 
would not comment upon this invi- 
tation until officially notified of it. 


He declared today that Represen- 
tative Poulkes, democrat. Michigan, 
was putting an improper construc- 
tion upon the telegram which Dr.

After me war 
larmers could not shift their sur- 
plus agricultural plant into dairy 
production as easily or quickly as 
they could into wheat, cotton or 
tobacco production. Peed costs were 
favorable. As a result, the position 
of the dairy farmer before the de- 
pression was better relatively than 
that of other farmers. 


Shift Into Dairying 


There was, however, a gradual 


shift into dairy production. Dairy- 
men helped this process by adver- 
tising the profits to be made from 
cows. 


The number of milk cows in 1933 


was about 26,000.000, an all-time 
high, 18 per cent greater than in 
1928. 
Milk production climbed from 


87 billion pounds in 1924 to nearly 
102 billion in 1932. Manufactured 
milk products also increased, but 
consumer expenditures for these 
products decreased 5 per cent in 
1933. 
Cash income of the industry 


fell off to $985,000,000 in 1932. 


The administration set up a milk 
marketing agreement in Chicago 
last August 1.

to speed up eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis There are about 600,- 
000 tubercular cows in the country, 
it is estimated and it would cost 
about $40,000,000 to eliminate all of 
them. States already have set aside 
about $9 000.000 for the purpose. 
Because a processing tax may in- 
crease the price of butter five cents 
a pound and the price of milk one- 
half cent a quart. $5,000.000 is to be 
used in distributing milk to needy 
children in cities to offset a possible 
decline in production.

Aid Is Likely. 


Posibihty of government aid to 
farmers living in heavily infested

was predicted by Prof 
Swenk who said, however, that if 
given it might not exceed 1.000 tons 
of poison bait, which is onlv about 
one-fifth the amount that probably 
will be needed. This aid would be 
given farmers not financially able 
to fight against grasshopper in- 
festation. 


"So far as our present informa- 
tion goes, based largely on 
the 
abundance of grasshoppers last year 
and some preliminary egg survey 
work done this spring, it would 
seem that the threat of damage of 
grashoppers in Nebraska at 
this 
time involves two or three princi- 
pal areas in the state," Prof Swenk, 
said. 
"As during the past three seasons 
probably the most serious threat 


i lies in north central Nebraska along 
the Niobrara river, and the South 
Dakota boundary In this area are 
to be included the northeastern 
corner of 
Cherry 
county 
from 


Crookston east, all of Keya Paha 
and Boyd counties, the northern 
sections of Brown, Rock, Holt and 
Cedar, and all of Knox," he con-

Down in Kansas, however, 
the agronomist reports that

Pherson county has tne finest pros- 
pects seen there for many seasons 
inasmuch as they have had fine 
moisture conditions this year. No 
soil tests for moisture have been 
made in Nebraska.

Declaring that the present pro- 
gram of taking land out of com and 
wheat production offers a fine op- 
portunity to plant soil - building 
crops such as alfalfa, H. M. Tsydal. 
of the University of Nebraska" de- 
partment of agronomv pointed out 
that although Nebraska leads the 
union in acreage, there is still room 
for more. 


Planting time should come from 
about the middle of Apnl until May 
1 or 10 on well prepared ground, the 
agronomist suggested, and added 
that in the western parts of the 
state it should be planted later to 
a^oid late spring frosts. 
He also 
stated that if farmers in the east- 
ern part of the state were unable 
to plant alfalfa this spring, it is 
Dossible to plant it from August 1 
to September 1. 
"There are at least three points 
upon which a purchaser of alfalfa 
seed should have information " Mr. 
Tsydal declared, "the name of the 
\ariety, the section of the country 
m which it was produced, and the 
quahtv of the seed with regard to 
both germination and purity."' 


Varieties suggested for Nebraska 
include Grimm, and Cossack, which 
should not be planted where wilt 
occurs, the Ladak. a new variety 
from northern India which has 
proven fairly resistant to the di- 
sease 
Northern Common and Ne- 
braska Hardy-Approved are rec- 
ommended, although neither resist 
wilt as well as Ladak or Turkistan. 
of which there is no commercial 
supply available 
in the 
United 
States However. Hardistan, a strain 
of the latter, is available in very 
small amounts, and m^v be ob- 
tained from the agronomv depart- 
ment at the agriculture college.

ROM one good laugh to another, the Wirt dis-

It's "traitorous to speculate on it It is high treach- 
ery to recognize the formidable problems which must 
be overcome. Fcr his betrayal, 
Secretary Wallace 


=hould be taken out, lined up against a tree, and 
shot. As punishment, it is far less severe than the 
job he now occupies. 


As another evidence of returninR 
normalcy, the 


country seems to be passing through 
another silly 


season. The house apparently is bent upon making 
itself as ridiculous as Dr. Wirt. When it ordered a 
full and complete investigation of his charges, it gave 
a color and a credence to them which they did not 
have previously. Among sensible people, they would 
be laughed out of court. But when congress proceeds 
to take them as seriously as Dr. Wirt took himself, 
the public may forget to hold its sides and may as- 
sume a long face. Until a few days ago, certain ele- 
ments opposed to Mr. Roosevelt insisted the United 
States was headed for a dictatorship. These same 
elements of which the Chicago Tribune is the most 
outstanding, seized upon the Wirt story eagerly and 
have been giving it the greatest play. The bogey of 
a dictatorship disappeared when congress turned up- 
on the president and over-rode the veto. While the 
Tribune has been insisting that Mr. Roosevelt was 
abrogating constitutional government, it has not sug- 
gested yet the action of congress hi overturning the 
president's program was of no 
effect. 
Perhaps 


Cclonel McCormick will come forward with that new 
sensation before long. But so long as Dr. Wirt is in 
Gary, and so long as the learned Hoosier school- 
master persists in seeing red spots in front of his 
eyes, the Tribune will not lack for material. 
If it 


can't have a dictator, it can find solace in the fright- 
ful prospect of communism. It knows that some- 
thing is wrong, although it is not sure 
altogether 


just what that something is. 


But the new and unique experiments being under- 


taken by the department over which Secretary Wal- 
lace presides furnish a splendid opening for any one 
seeking to develop a high-powered case of the shivers. 
Mr. Wallace has not been altogether fortunate in 
some of his aides. There is Professor Rexford Tug- 
well, for example. If Mr. Tugwell said what it is 
claimed he did, namely, that "the private ownership 
of land had not proved itself," then it is easy to un- 
derstand why some timid, fearful 
people like Dr. 


Wirt could see this country headed toward com- 
munism. 


But most of the 125 millions in America are too

And 
those people have been very marvelous. They have 
been orderly and law abiding. They have revealed 
a devotion to American institution* worthy of the 
highest praise. They have carried their troubles 
without bitterness or resentment. They have given » 
demonstration of fidelity to democratic ideals which 
is inspiring. In this country, even today, govern- 
ment springs from the people, and communism will 
gain recruits only when people become convinced K 
is a proper pattern for living.

ON HOUSE CLEANING.

RANK P. BARKER may not be popular among 


his fellow democrats in Kansas City, but he has 


performed a real service to his party. As a member 
of the machine organization. Barker is insisting up- 
on a houss-cleamng. And in support of his position, 
he offers this sage comment: 


"I believe it is much better for the democratic par- 


ty to clean its own house, rather than for its op- 
ponents to do the cleaning up." 


On the subject of cleaning, there should be no dif- 


ference of opinion. The Kansas City municipal elec- 
tion last Tuesday was disgraceful. The killing of 
four people, the injuring of scores of others, and the 
lawlessness prevailing cannot be excused.

THE PICTURE POSTCARD.

LFONS ADOLPH died at Passau, Germany, Wed- 
nesday at the ripe old age of eighty years. He 


was the originator of the picture post card, the first 
of which he printed in 1879. 


Little could Adolph have realized what 
he was 


starting. As a photographer, the idea came to him 
that tourists would be interested in views of their 
trips. To simplify matters, he decided that a post 
card, including a view, would kill two birds with one 
stone. He was a keen student of human nature. He 
understood people away from home, seeing interest- 
ing places, wanted their friends to know about them. 
And from that day until the present time, the pic- 
ture post card craze has survived all changing cur- 
rents. Now, the sales annually run into the millions. 
And Adolph never profited from his idea. 


ABSURDITIES OF THE NEW TAX LAW. 


new confiscatory tax law of Nebraska, whose 


amazing provisions have burst like a bombshell 


upon the people of the state, is a fair sample of the 
kind of legislation that may be expected when Im- 
practical tax reformers combine their efforts with 
those of political vote-hunters In cooking- up new 
schemes which, under the guise of "relieving" tax- 
payers, actually add to their burdens. 


All Nebraska citizens are familiar with the agita- 


tion that has been going on for years to have the 
so-called "infamous" intangible tax law repealed. It 
made a good campaign issue and the legislature a 
year ago finally succumbed to the hue and cry and 
enacted the present monstrosity. 


So now, every man and woman in Nebraska who 


has a little money saved up and deposited in a bank 
on April 1. or laid away at home, will have to pay 
twice as much tax on it as he did under the old law. 
Even though the money has been put aside for the 
express purpose of paying doctor bills. * note at the 
bank, bills due to merchants, or an installment soon 
falling due on a mortgage debt, that makes no dif- 
ference. 


But this is not half the story. The possessor of 


money may count himself fortunate in comparison 
with others who merely have money owing to them 
which they hope to collect in the course of time. Ptor, 
the new enactment classes all accounts receivable as 
"tangible property" and soaks them the full regular 
tax rate. In Lincoln this means that every mer- 
chant and business firm is called on to contribute 
3.1 per cent of whatever he or it has due on the books 
from customers for goods sold and delivered or serv- 
ices rendered. The tax in this Instance is six times 
as great as it would be if the money were collected 
and on hand April 1. Over the state the burden win 
be in proportion to the combined tax rate in each 
local community. 


There comes to mind the case of a hard-worklnf 


carpenter who last year performed a lot of labor for 
a business concern that is now involved in litigation 
which ties up Us property and funds, so that the man 
is still waiting for his pay. He expects to receive it 


j when the situation is cleared up. but for the present 
1 he has nothing but an "account payable." 


Yet this industrious citizen, the victim of unfor- 


tunate circumstances, is expected to report his ac- 
count to the assessor and whack up $3.10 taxes on it 
for each $100 due him. on the chance that he wfll 
some time get his money. 
| A rrtired farmer and his wife who have moved to 


j town to spend their declining years in a modest lit- 
tle home, after deeding the land over to their chfl- 
dren on an cxpre&s agreement by the latter to pay 
them a specified amount per year during the rest of 
their lives, must pay regular taxes on the value ol 
the "annuity" thus credited to them under the fear- 
ful and wondrrful scheme of taxation perpetrated 
;upon the people of Nebraska. 
| Such Instances could be multiplied indefinitely. 


i The new law may have been intended to "soak the

Mr. Lintey V. Gordon, the United 
States has recently

$238,000,000 for new additions to our 
navy constructing of four 10,000-ton 
cruisers at $12.000,000 each, six de- 
stroyers at $4,000,000 each, four sub- 
marines at $2,750,000 each and two 
aircraft carriers at $19,000,000 each, 
and in addition the navy is to builcl 
100 modern airplanes to equip the 
aircraft carrier Ranger which will 
be completed this spring. There 
may be further construction auth- 
orized by congress by the time this 
reply appears in the local press.

At the threshhold you can dis- 


miss an idea that the Father of our 
spirits has any relation with thsir 
sins other than to restrain or par- 
don them. At least two forms of 
our Lord's Prayer are found in the 
New Testament, one in St. Matthew 
and the othsr in St. Luke. Prob- 
ably the shorter prayer-m St. Luke 
is the original one and the additions 
in St. Matthew were perhaps made 
by the early church for luturgical 
purposes. 
The phrase you quote has been 
a stumbling block for many devout 
souls and I usually get a letter or 
two a week asking for its explana- 
tion. Study its context in the pre- 
ceding phrase which pleads for for- 
giveness for sins of the past, while 
the one in question, pleads for pro- 
tection from sins in the future. One 
translation suggested reads, "Cause 
us not to be led into temptation," 
etc., and the bast light thrown on 
it is Christ's experience in the gar- 
den of Gethsemane, where He en- 
joins His disciples to pray that they 
enter not into temptation. 
Another translation, taken from 


the Aramaic language by George M. 
Lamsa, an Assyrian born and reared 
in the east, where names and cus- 
toms have remained the same since 
Biblical days, runs as follows: "And 
do not let us enter into tempta- 
tion." Taken from the speech our 
Lord used this rendition commends 
itself to many scholars and may 
solve your difficulty. I suggest you 
get MMr. Lamsa's version of "The 
Form Gospels," published by the 
A J. Thalman company of Phila- 
delphia. It is exceedingly helpful 
to Bible students.

Most patients wearing' contact 
glasses for the first tune exclaim

their old glasses. 


In spite of prejudices which might 


naturally be held against them, they 
are said to be quite safe and, as a 
matter of fact, as far as danger 
from breakage is concerned, are 
safer than ordinary glasses. 
The 


eyelids themselves afford protection 
denied the wearer of spectacles.. 


One patient was thrown from an 
automobile and knocked uncon- 
scious without breaking his contact 
glasses, whereas ordinary glasses 
would undoubtedly have been broken 
and probably cut his eyeball. Nor 
do the contact glasses appear to 
cause the irritation of the eyeball 
or inside of the eyelid that might 
be expected. 


They are by no means new, hav- 


ing been made since 1887. 
They 
must be made very carefully and 
ground very accurately to suit the 
curvature of different eyes. 


Of course, they are not supposed 
to be kept in the eye for a long 


I period of time, but they can be kept 
! there for four or five hours a day 
and even, with

! having cone to bed with contact 
glasses in because it was forgotten 
th?y were in position, which cer- 
tainly would indicate that they irerc 
not irritating.

This, however, can usually be over- 
cr-me by having the patient take the 


i glass out at frrquent intervals until

Cooking Hominy. 


My favorite way to cook hominy 
is to cook it as you do macaroni. 
Put it on in just milk enough to 
cover it, then make a cream sauce 
with butter, milk and grated cheese. 
Take a pint of milk and thicken 
w.th two tablespoons of flour, then 
add a lump of butter, the size of an 
egg. 
A little larger lump makes it 
richer and use at least a cup of 
grated cheese. I like lots of cheese. 
Add a pinch of salt to your hominy, 
pour over the sauce and bake. This 
is good and different from the old 
way of just warming in milk. I do 
not like canned hominy if it stands 
so long m the water it is canned 
in that all the substance is baked 
out. I like good home made hom- 
iny. Another way to cook hcminy 
is to fry a couple of slices of good 
fat ham and nour your hominy into 
the grease. Stir a few times, then 
lay the ham on top of the hominy 
and pour a little boiling water over 
it. Put a lid on and let steam until 
the grease from the ham has baked 
all through the hominy. It is a dish 
for a king.—MRS. L. L. ECKLE, 
1300 North Twenty-sixth St., Lin- 
coln, Neb. 


Cocoanut Devil's Food. 


One cup sugar, one-half cup but- 
ter, two egg yolks and whites, 
beaten separately, three-fourths cup 
milk, one and one-half cups flour, 
two and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, three tablespoons cocoa, 
one cup cocoanut. one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one-half teaspoon salt. Sift 
flour once, measure, add baking 
powder, cocoa and salt, and sift to- 
gether three times. Cream butter 
thoroughly, add sugar gradually and 
cream together 
until light and 


fluffy. Add well beaten egg yolks 
and beat vigorously. Add cocoanut 
and vanilla and mix well. Add flour 
alternately with 
milk, a 
small 
amount at a time. Beat after each 
addition until smooth, then fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites. Bake in 
two greased nine-inch layer pans in 
a moderate oven for twenty min- 
utes.—MISS MARY ANN CRHA, 
Crete, Neb.

BOOST IN STEEL 
PRICE INDICATED 


Increase Seems Certain 


to Follow Rise in 


Workers Wages. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., March 


(/Pj — On the heels of widespread 
announcements of a 10 per cent 
wage increase in the steel industry, 
company executives declare drastic 
pricr increases are imperative. 


Nearly a quarter of a million mill 
workers throughout the country, in- 
cluding those in several subsidiaries 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. 
will 
receive 
the 
increase 


April 1. 
Steel company olficials point to 
advances in raw materials and labor 
costs over the past year, without 
corresponding increases in quota- 
tions for finished steel, as indica- 
tive of the need for price adjust- 
ments. 
Durmg the past year basic wages 


have increased from 33 to 47 cents 
an hour; pig iron from $13.56 to 
$16.90 a ton, and steel scrap from 
$7.80 to R12.67 a ton on the average. 
Meanwhile sheet bars, a semi-fin- 
ished product, stood at $26 a ton. 
Trade publications forecast the 
price advance this week, steel indi- 
cating; a wage advance cannot fall to 
increase costs and prices, and Iron 
Age stating the volume of mill op- 
erations in April and May is not 
expected to offset the wage in- 
crease, with a price rise the "logical 
sequel."

Other special dietary rules are also 
observed by orthodox Jews. 
The holiday is also known as "the 
Festival of Freedom," inasmuch as

Supreme Court Refuses 


Lower Valuations 


On Farm Land. 


William J. Sloan and 
fifteen 


other Fillmore county farmers liv- 
ing within the Geneva school dis- 
trict lost their fight, to obtain lower 
valuation of their property for tax- 
ation purposes when the Supreme 
court upheld a District court judg- 
ment denying them relief. 


The farmers contended that high 
school taxes lowered the value of 
their lands and asked relief under 
a Supreme court ruling in a pre- 
vious case involving the 
Friend 
school district. The high court in 
that case ruled that farmers in the 
district were entitled to lower val- 
uations in consideration of 
the 
lower valuations placed on con- 
tiguous lands outside the district. 
In the opinion handed down Fri- 


day, 
however, the Supreme court 
held that the two cases were not 
parallel. 


Uphold Foreclosure. 


In a Lancaster county tax fore- 
closure case, the Supreme court up- 
held a foreclosure judgment ob- 
tained by Myron W. Power against 
Mary 
Elizabeth 
Bratt, 
Lourene 
Bratt Wishart, the estate of John 
P. Bratt and James O. Jones. The 
first two are heirs of John P. Bratt, 
and Jones is the owner of the farm 
land near Bennet, mortgaged to 
Bratt for $9.000. 


They resisted the foreclosure ac- 
tion on the ground that the taxes 
covered by the certificates held by 
Power were confiscatory and that 
the land in question was taxed in 
excess of lands located nearby. The 
court held that the defendants 
could not protest against the taxes 
for the first time in a collateral at- 
tack on the collection of taxes, 
saving failed to first apply for re- 
lief to the board of equalization. 


In two cases involving judgments against 
the estate of Mary A. McDougal. the Su- 
preme court sustained the Johnson county 
District court m one instance and reversed 
and remanded in the other. 
The Supreme court sustained a judg- 
ment for $298 ^hich Martin Hansen ob 
tained against the estate for services rend- 
ered to Mary McDougal as a nurse 
The 
Supreme court re% ersed and remanded a 
$500 Judgment obtained by Etta Tyler, who 
sued to reccner a loan made to the de- 
ceased. 
Christina Abboud lost her appeal from a 
$1,250 judgment obtained by John Sheeny 
in Douglas county District court for in- 
juries suffered while he was riding as a 
guest in her automobile driven by her 
16-year-old brother 
In 
sustaining 
the 
judgment, the Supreme court held that the 
term "gross negligence" as used in the 
Nebraska "guest" statute does not neces- 
sarily mean that for a guest ppssenger to 
recover in an automobile damage action 
he must prove that the drher was guilty 
of wilful or intentional wrongdoing. The 
court also ruled that negligence is still 
shown when a driver, confronted bv an 
emergency, used proper judgment, when 
the emergency was brought about by negli- 
gent acts of the driver. 
The Supreme court reversed a $750 judg- 
ment in another automobile damage action 
nvolving the guest passenger law. and 
held>.that Agnes Belik was not entitled to 
recover from Mine Warsocki 
The suit 
was brought by Joseph Chladek as father 
of the Belik girl in Douglas county. In 
reversing the judg-nent. the Supreme court 
found that Warsocki was not guilt\ of 
gross negligence, when he was suddenly 
confronted bv a car approaching on the 
wrong fide of the highway and turned off 
;he pavement. The car turned over 
In a Burt county case, the Supreme 
court upheld a District court occision dc- 


inlnc Alnutta Nlbon'v claim <o 13.300 held 
by the njmlniMintor of hrr husband'* 
estate.

Work Relief Sum. 


Officials and citizens of Aurora 


and Hamilton county who called 
Friday morning on Federal Agent 
Haynes and 
State Relief Director 


Biart to ask for the continuance ol 
a number of CWA projects there 
with federal relief funds after April 
1 learned that their community is 
"out of luck" because it has suffici- 
ent local resources to meet its own 
relief needs. 
The visitors were told that under 
the latest regulations 
laid down 


from 
Washintgon 
federal 
funds 
cannot be used for work relief until 
after the available funds of coun- 
ty, city or village applying have be- 
come exhausted. 
This 
condition 


did not apply to CWA allotments, a 
number o which were approved at 
Aurora and some of them are still 
uncompleted. 


It developed during the confab 
that the maximum tax levies for 
relief have not been made in Aurora 
and Hamilton county, and that the 
county has a considerable amount 
of cash on hand which can be used 
in taking care of its needy and un- 
employed. Hamilton is one of the 
few counties in Nebraska that have 
not heretofore been 
granted any 


federal relief funds, although it has 
received its full share of CWA ben- 
eits. 


Among those in the party who 
went home disappointed were City 
Clerk Carl Swanson and members 
of the Aurora city council; Presi- 
dent Harold Schoonover 
of 
the 
chamber of commerce; Chairman C. 
B. Mabon and other members of 
the Hamilton county board: and 
County Belief Chairman Sam Chap- 
man.

wholesale dozen price would con- 
stitute an unfair trade practice, 
even though the actual purchase 
in large lots made the net cost to 
the retailer lower than the dozen 
lot limit.

wide latitude in its purchasing ac- 
tivities. 


March contracts allowed the pur- 


chase of 15,000 hogs" per day or any 
part of that number. It was helcJ 
unlikely the amount will be as high 
in the new contract.

WASHINGTON, March 30—(/P)— 


After a round of good old-fashioned 
tariff debate, the senate is expected 
to pass President Roosevelt's reci- 
procal treaty bill virtually "as is." 


^That was the prediction today of 
th democratic and republican 
leaders as they surveyed the meas- 
ure passed along to them yesterday 
by the house. 


Although the bill 
will probably 
remain in committee for more than 
a week,, its appearance on the floor 
will end with a bang the four years 
of surcease from general tariff de- 
bate since congress built the high- 
est tariff wall in history during the 
Hoover administration. 


After several days of compara- 


tively listless argument, split dis- 
tinctly along party lines, the Roose- 
velt-approved proposal passed the 
house yesterday, 272 to 111. It was 
first amended, however, to limit its 
life to three years and to prevent 
any reductions of foreign debt. 
Presidential Powers. 
It would authorize the president 
to negotiate tariff reduction agree- 
ments with foreign nations without 
submitting them to the senate for 
approval as is required with other 
treaties. It also empowers the presi- 
dent to change tariff rates 50 per 
cent up or down without recom- 
mendation from the tariff commis- 
sion as is now the law.

1,850,000 to Be Trans- 


ferred to Relief Work

WASHINGTON, March 30—(AP) 


—The civil works administration 
came to an end today with the man 
in charge—Harry L. Hopkins—pro- 
nouncing it a success. 


Approximately 
1,850.000 persons 


stiU were on the payroll, but most 
of them are to be transferred Mon- 
day to the work program of the 
relief administration—also headed 
by Hopkins. 
The government has a new relict 


plan ready to supplant CWA and 
Hopkins emphasized anew that "we 
intend to see that everybody in the 
country who needs relief gets it." 
Some 250,000 persons will remain 


with CWA to finish details of the 
work and complete federal and re- 
search projects by May 1. But the 
general program is over. 


The administration has spent ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000 on civil 
works, Hopkins said. Of this. $750,- 
000,000 went for payrolls and ap- 
proximately 
$250,000,000 for 
ma- 
terials. Some of this money was 
supplied by states, counties and 
municipalities. 


The average employment by civil 


works from December 1 to date was 
given 
as 
3.000.000. The highest 
number at one time. Hopkins said, 
was slightly over 4,000.000 with a 
payroll just above $60,000,000 a 
week.

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The stoty ot Astoria, ore., from ] men first saw it. to the time the 
prehistoric times before the white I first railroad was built through to 
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that country, is written in pictures 
and etched on the face of a giant 
concrete moaolith which stands on 
a hill near Astoria. The monolith 
itself is 125 ' feet high and was 
erected in 1926 at a cost of $125,000. 


The pictures form a frieze 534 
feet long and seven feet high. This 
is wrapped spiral-wise around the 
monolith beginning at the bottom 
with a scene before the white men 
arrived, and ending at the top with 
the arrival of the first railroad 
train.

SUGAR CONTROL 


BILL APPROVED 


Scheduled to Be Brought 


Up for Action in 


House Monday. 


WASHINGTON, March 30—(xP)— 


The house agriculture committee 
today aproved the revised Jones- 
Costigan sugar control bill. 


The measure is scheduled to be 
brought up for house action Mon- 
day u n d e r 
procedure 
barring 
amendments. 


It fixes a quota of 1,550,000 tons 


for the domestic sugar beet in- 
dustry and an allotment of 260,- 
000 for the cane sugar industry 
on the continent. 


The bill makes sugar a basic 


commodity under the farm adjust- 
ment act and provides for a pro- 
cessing tax from which benefits to 
domestic producers are to be paid. 


It also regulates the importation 


of sugar from Cuba, Puerto Rico 
and United States possessions and 
the Philippines. 


Chairman Jones, democrat. Texas, 


said the committee vote was 13 to 
6. He thought it would be pos- 
sible to pass the bill Monday under 
procedure requiring a two-thirds 
majority vote. 


The bill restricts Cuban importa- 


tion of direct consumption sugar to 
22 per cent and fixes importation 
from other sugar producing areas 
to the maximum receipts or im- 
portations for any one of the years 
from 1931 to 1933 inclusive.
